,d on the street in Spokane, Wash., for trying 
,o <-\orcise my constitutional right of free 
•neifh. I )iu«l K«id but a few words whon I 
•a.* arretted and taken to the city Jail. There 
I »as marched, and everything I had on me. In- 
iiu.linp toothbrush, comb and tobacoo.-were tak- 
,r, a* ay frulu me DV tne I»Hce. There •fere 
D lne men arrested with me. ! As we were pass-, 
inc from the sergeant's desk to the cell I no- 
tied that some of the men were very bloody. 
Tb«-re were six or eight policemen who got in 
our *ay. and they started to slag and kick us. 
I b n;iV.<<l after getting into the cell that some 
„f the men that were covered with blood had 
(i.iir teeth kicked out, eyes blackened, and 
cli.thes torn. 

Th«r.' were twenty-eight men In the receiving 
re!!, which wiix 7 by 8 feet in dimensions. The 
■it i: wi re packed In, «o tight that it took tho 
•treugt.h of four poiicemen to close the cell 
«ifH»r. : ' 

At lo o'rloek the same night they took us 
«.«t of that eel) and put ten uud twelve of us in 
m>it « « lis of the same size. These cells had 
four hammock.'-, in them, so it was impossible 
for wore than four to lay down and rest. 

Nov. 11— They brought in food, which we re- 
fund, as we knew they were starving the hoys 
at Fort Wright and at tho Franklin school. We 
expected to get trial today, but Che cases are 
coi tinut d to Nov. 16th. 

Nov. 12— More boys coining into Jail. No 
food yet. We are all in good spirits and sing- 
in*; revoltuiouary songs, k is impossible to 
think owing to the singing: 

Nov. 13.— Knowing that! an infant had been 
killed on the street by the use of the fire hose, 
we wrre asking : "Who killed the baby?" All 
the boy* would answer; "Chief Sullivan! M 
3«!hvun was showing some of the upper-ten 
ladle* through the Jail when these questions 
• <re showered at him. Tonight (the 13th) 
Sullivan makes a speech, and says: "It you

\ov. 16— Was tried this mom lug. and was 
sot permitted to say a word In my own behalf.

Rat nor like the change, as I- have a. chance to 
walk around. 

Nov. 18.— Many of the hoy are getting very 
weak from starvation. Only getting one-third 
of a small baker's loaf twice a day 

Nov. 19.— Some of the boys are too weak to 
stand up this morning. Pelow-Worker Blake is 
»ery sick. 

Nov. 20.— Hunger pangf getting fierce. Some 
of the boys are cramped j very badly. We ask 
for a doctor for Fellow-Worker Blake. None 
arrived. 

Nov. 21.— Fellow-Worker Blake very bad, and 
wc gave him up for deM this morning. No 
pulse and very cold. Pajrol wagon comes after 
Ko | low- Worker Blake, after hours of pleading 
with th«« gunnlM. 'They say they are taking him 
to the hospital iu the city jail. Signs of scurvy 
app»arlng-today. 

Nov. 22.— They have taken three of the boys 
to the hospital today. 

Nov. 2:>.— More boys coming in from the city 
jail, which cheers us all! up. They are able to 
sing. Those who are in| ten days are too wen* 
to King. 

Nov. 24.— Police want! us to carry wood from 
ib* crematory, a block away, and we refuse, 
as we are too weak to carry wood. They get 
a dray and draw the wood. 

Nov. 25.— Thanksgiving day. We had lots 
•f turkey and chicken, which was written on the 
blackboard of tho school by those who are late- 
ly arrested. There are lots of sketch artists 
among the new arrivals. Our food today is 
old sour bread. Threej more have been taken 
to the hospital. 

Nov. 26. — Gordon very weak. Can hardly 
talk. Doctor refuses to send him to the hos- 
pital. Telling him ho has had one chance. 

Nov. 27.— Hunger feltj worse and worse. The 
whole subject of conversation is what wo will 
cat when we g$t out Some of the men have 
their time about In. iMore go to hostptal to- 
day. 

Nov. 28.— Guards , want us to carry wood 
a pa In. We refuse. They keep us without 
wood all night The weather is hitter cold. No 
< ovcrlng for any. 

Nov. 29 — Fifteen more of the men very sick, 
•>u<l ask to go to hospital. They are all re- 
fttx. ,|. yet are very slclc. 

Nov. 30.— Fellow- Wdrker Gordon saw doctor 
tfttK morning. Doctor] told him not to talk or

I AM A REVOLUTIONIST 



The room was dark and the ceilings low, but 
everything was neat and clean; It spoke of an 
artistic taste without ucans to satisfy it. It 
was entirely feminine, with no traces of a man's 
belongings. 

A corpulent and gouty look in* man sat puf- 
fling and panting In a rocking cliair that looked 
too frail to hold so much avoirdupois. His eyes 
were glittering through slits in the flesh, and 
rolls of fat lay over a white collar and the col- 
lar of his coat His head was bald and shiulng, 
outvleing the diamonds that gleamed In his 
shirt front and on hU fingers. He held his shin- 
ing hat in his hands. In fact, everything about j 
him shone but his Intellect 

He seemed to be struggling between anger 
and credulity, and his bewilderment almost ov- 
ercame him. The object of his amazement 
stood in the center of the floor, erect tall, slen- 
der and scornful Her hands were white and 
delicate; her face denoted pride and sensitive- 
ness, and extreme feeling. It was hardly a 
beautiful face, but one that once seen was not 
easily forgotten. It haunted one night and day, 
like vague memories of the past It was a. face 
that demanded respect and consideration. Her 
personality radiated intelligence and refine- 
ment and in spite of her simple clothes, few 
over treated her patronizingly. She *m talk- 
ing with hor whole heart lu aor words, and ev- 
ery gesture harmonized with tho expressions of 
her face, that changed rapidly as sho talked. 

"You, with nothing but brutal instincts, could 
nover guess or Imagine the feelings that one 
poor mortal could have, underneath an exterior 
of poverty. 1 am poor, for 1 have given every- 
thing I possess, but self-respect acd life, to a 
class that have used and abused all that we, 
the oppressed, have struggled to produce. You 
come with your debased person and ask me t« 
share the wealth that my poor fellow-workers 
have toiled for, and never got, and even given 
up life^itself In its production, for you! You. 
who bavo the fat of twenty workingmen, and 
the gout besides. You thought I was merely a 
woman, and even though I have always scorned 
you, though you were my master, I would glad- 
ly take your houses, your diamonds, your can 
riagos and your own debauched self thrown in! 
You little thought who you were reckoning with. 
I have learned from tho time I was born Into 
miserable poverty to hate such as you, and thq 
class to which you belong. Yes, from the time I 
was boru. without a slnglo garment to cover my 
poor, little, naked body — until the present time, 
I have had to suffer and stifle tho longings for a 
fuller and freer life, for the power of a wca$hy 
ruling class stood above mc, crushing me down, 
My* parents were proud, through all their pov- 
erty, and I inherited an intense f sire for all 
that Is artistic and beautiful. But I cannot es- 
cape belug a wage slave, unless I would take 
up a life with you. My health is goue. aud in 
my youthful days I can see the grim iron hand 
of death apj,roachiog: but I welcome It. and 



With a flourish of her hands she went on and 

"You thought because my parents had boasted 
of direct desceut from uoblllty, that all I needed 
wan your' cursed wealth. You may think lam 
proud of my blue blood." aud she held out her 
hands and gazed at them, as she. could sec the 
blood flowing In the veins that were distinctly 
traceable. "I have always cursed the blood 
that flowed lb my veins. It has been the cause 
of my niiserable frail body not being able to 
hold out in the struggle, Into wuica I was born. 
Along with Lad blood I was given a pride that 
knows no subjugation of spirit — only the frail 
body is a slave. My earliest recollections are 
of Inequalities I saw surrounding me, and ,1 
thought and wondered about it, until my poor 
little head would throb and ache. I could not 
understand our own wretchedness and poverty. 
I saw children that had plenty of everything. 
I ate the corn bread and molasses without 
complaining, but deep down In my heart I 
longed for better things, though I was too proud 
to say anything, even to my parents. Wheel 
had to go to school with my one little dress, nqr 
heart would ache because I. could not have the 
artistic dresres that 1 could conjure up in ruy 
mind. I planned and planned fine things, and 
fondly Imagined that some day they would 
come true. When I grew older, I learned why 
they were impossible to be attained. I was 
needed in the Blavc market, to produce wealth 
for a master class. 2 did not go to Sunday 
school because I had no clothes fit to wear. A 
lady living across the street in a big whlto 
house, came to my mother and told her it was 
her duty to send me . to Sunday school 
My shoes were ragged and out at the toes, but 
this goo.l ladv found a minmated pair of rubber 
overshoes that her little girl had thrown aside, 
and they were pulled on over my ragged shoes. 
I was led away with this good lady and her lit- 
tle girl, who had on a lace dress over blue silk, 
and a beautiful pair of new shoes. It was the 
first lime I was ever in a church, and It might 
have been years longer, if this philanthropic 
ludy hud not found a pair of mlsmated rubbers. 
I tried to hide my feet vader the bene**, but the 
children saw them and giggled so the Sunday 
school teachers could hardly obtain th^lr atten- 
tion. Besides that, oil I remember *»«s a lady 
with a very green silk dress,, that was looped 
and gathered in the back. I did not go to Sun- 
day school again, for years and years, nnd 
would have fought any one that had tried to 
have taken roe. I have never become an at- 
tendant at Sunday school or church, j - 

•'As I grew up, 1 had to watch with dumb sor- 
row, tho misery of human beings and beasts. I 
have Wept* over a batch of kittens, that were too 
weak and starved to walk, because they had 
come Into the world where human beings had 
scarcely a crust for themselves. I have forgot- 
ten my own sorrows and rags, when I looked 
upon Ihe pinched face* of little children that 
were aged as soon aa they were born. I feel 
mad whon I sc* so much

mercy of you and your class, but In our united 
strength and combined efforts of a wronged 
and J oppressed class we will right the wrougs 
of the centuries that are looked down upon us; 
we will restore the disinherited of the earth 
back again to their possessions. Jn the mills 
of the capitalist gods, my poor young life has 
been slowly grouud out; my lays are few aud 
numbered, but 1 think 1 shall live to see the 
duyj when your flesh is reduced with honest 
toiy if you do not die with the gout before that 
tlm* comes. I will be past saving, for ,it will 
then* be too late, but I shall die happy because 
my j fellow-workers can breathe the free and 
vital air of emancipated wage slaves. 

"You have your answer, now. Go back to 
your vice and debauchery, where with your 
wealth and power you compel my sister workers 
to give up all honor and virtu* at your com- 
mand. Take with you the fact that I would kill 
you and myself before I would accede to any 
offer that you might make, for it is beyond your 
power to make an offer that is honorable. Your 
wealth is stolen; it is the life blood of many 
workers, and your own polluted body would not 
be 1 worthy of tho soap vats. Your charity 
would be vltrol, your pity a double-edged sword 
and your sympathy an Incurable cancer. Go 
before the earth opens and swallows you, be- 
fore the skies split and the lightnings kill you," 
and she pointed towards the door with tho ma- 
jesty of a thousand outraged queens.

All 
of these occurring in one day set me to think- 
ing, and the result is here before you. 

Now, mark the significance of tl e fact of this 
"intense! feeling" against tho existing forms of 
government in the different countries mention- 
ed. This, feeling is not by any means cou fined 
to any proscribed or limited area of the earth, 
ror is it ja feeling of one set of the world's peo- 
ple alone. Tho very fact of the wide distance 
between [the places where these deeds occurred 
Is of itself worthy; of more than a passing 
though;,! and. indeed, commends Itself to my 
mind as calling for Some little attention in ad- 
dition tq the simple reading of tho cases to 
which I refer.

pose In the end. Some other equally obedient 
servant takes the vacant position and the tyr- 
anny continues the same as ever. 

Hut these signs nnd manifestations of rebel- 
lion of the people: I What Is their meaning? 
More, are th^ countries mentioned above the 
only ones wherein there is any manifestation 
of rebellion ? In any of the countries where the 
fplrlt of rebellion Is observant, however promi- 
nent or insignificant its form, can any one say 
that those people are not Justified in their 
struggle to overthrow their tyrannic oppressors? 
It cannot be. A struggle against oppression 
and tyranny is always Justified, no matter in 
what particular shape or form the struggle 
may manifest itself. These so-called assassina- 
tions are, in a sense,: but the manifestation of 
that struggle for "Life" and "Liberty." 

In many other places In th? world besides 
these already mentioned the sanre struggle is 
being carried on. The same fight Is being 
fought for freedom. In Sweden, where we arc 
having a lesson put ! before the world of the 
value of tho "Genernl Strike"— a fight for the 
right to Life and for the means whereby to 
maintain that little semblance of life which Is 
yet left the people. In Spain we have another 
of these manifestations In the rebellion of the 
people against the war In Morocco, which cul- 
minated in the "legalized assassination of Fran- 
cisco Ferrer. Condemnatory remarks against, 
the Spnrlsh government bocnuso of this Judicial 
murder are not In order from me nt this time. 
Hence I omit my own thoughts regarding tho 
putting out of the brightest light that has 
shone in Spain in the last fifty years. In 
France, during the last few years, we have had 
several such manifestations against tyrannical 
oppression. Some of minor import, appareutly; 
but still looming sufficiently large before tho 
mind and eye of tht close observer as to show 
the general spirit within the people. Take the 
Instance of the wlno growers of ' Southern 
France, who when they dared to rebel against 
their conditions and desired a little more of 
tho means of life to keep body and soul to- 
gether, the tyrants (the government) turned 
out the troops to shoot the people down and 
drive them back to work at the masters' terras 
The general strike In Paris, after the troops had 
shot down some of the striking sewer workers 
for declining to work at a starvation wage un- 
der unbearable conditions. The parade and 
march of tho people on Sunday, Oct. 17, through 
the streets of Paris as a manifestation of anger 
at the governmental authorities in bayoneUng 
and with other brutal ways dispersing tho 
peaceable citizens on tho Wednesday afternoon 
previous. The people had to show their anger 
against the Spanish tyrants In the murder of 
Ferrer. They took those means of thus pro- 
testing against that execution, nut the French 
government could not allow such a sign of an- 
ger against any government, so they tried to 
crush the spirit of revolt by dispersing the 
original assemblage, and the parade of tho 17th 
was demanded and taken. This march and 
parade was the first In many years. Since the 
commune, If my memory serves me right. The 
people sent to Hrland notifying him of their 
avowed intention of having that march and pa- 
rade in spite of all existing, laws tc the con- 
trary.

A commit to was appointed to draw up a con- 
stitution and report to cou fere nee which ad- 
journed for one month. Although this step was 
taken, nevertheless a few proposals from un- 
ions wore on the agenda and discussed by con- 
ference. One suggestion was to group unions 
In such a manner as to avoid clashing with each 
other and to cause them to act more as a uni- 
fied whole than as isolated sections. The dis- 
cussion upon »he various phases of industrial 
unionism showed a, great lack of knowledge 
amongst delegates upon this question. There 
Is ample opportunity for speakers If they were 
procurable to lecture or address these unions 
whom the delegates represent upon Industrial 
Unionism. It Is most likely that when the 
preamble and constltulon comes before the 
various crafts it will not be endorsed. 

Regarding labor conditions generally I should 
say that they are on a par with those of other 
countries in a similar stage of economic de- 
velopment. The employment shark is here aud 
the labor politician who fattens on the unions 
and he flghu- against the proposal to rely upon 
economic actt.m. Ills advice la to send good 
men to the legislatures and they will make 
good laws. We have experienced their good 
(?) laws. In New South Wales the wageB de- 
clined Jmder or In spite of the administrative 
work in parliament of the political labor party. 
And throughout Australia there has been a uni- 
versal rise in the price of commodities, while 
the slight increase obtained through arbitration 
courts or wages boards — composed of wage 
workers and employers — has not compensated 
the workers for the higher cost of living. Many 
Instances of scabbing occur and of union men 
on railroad* deporting scab labor and military 
or police to quHland subjugate workers. There 
is now a great mining trouble in N. S. W. The 
northern coal miners are striking and have re- 
quested the southern miners and the waterside 
workers to stand by them and to refuse to mine 
any coal or ship any during the dispute." But 
the southern men are buying their little cabins 
and 'blocks of land to grow a few vegetables 
upon, and that makes them hesitate about leav- 
ing work. Much more educative work must be 
done among these men; they have been misled 
by labor politician grafters and trade union 
Officials. Your progress at McKees Rocks and 
the splendid recovery of the position has great- 
ly pleased' the small section here who read 
your valued paj*»r. The European matter Is 
much read and studied. We eagerly desire In- 
formation relative to the French. German. 
Spanish. Italian and other syndicalist move- 
ments.

This, I believe. . concludes what I have to 
say about literature. That it Is superior to 
polities you all know, and no writer can talk 
politics. There are a few exceptions', but the 
two words are entirely separate and distinct. 
Literature Is self-expression; Mltics is self- 
concealment. (That Is a very clever epigram, 
by the way, and I trust you will remember It. 
Naomi.)" He looked at Miss Moses with a 
leer. 

"My name Is not Naomi, but Ruth! — I've got 
no use for youse- Oscar Wildes. You're wors'n 

dogs!" 

This Interruption so pained the speaker that 
he collapsed like a weak accordion. There 
were no flowers handed him.— but then he still 
had his sunflower Ivft. and that served to orna- 
ment his coftin. 

The Critic arose und slated that the speaker 
«*vlriVntly thought the subject wa* Hfmseir. but 
as that was* the fault generally of authors, he 
would phhh o\>r his remarks In silence. "As to 
thut cetVtnin Frau of whom Roopton spake, she 
was a procurer for .the millionaires. 8he was 
lr.st seen importing Celestials for their harems. 
When caught with tne goods, she cracked a 
fev- feeble jokes about the preachers and left 
on ball. Real humor Is proletarian The loud- 
est laughs came from the gallery." 

The next speaker, Bictor Sherger, was then 
introduced. The audience looked at his rubi- 
cund noce with some apprehension. The worst 
fears were realized, for Bictor soon plainly re- 
vealed the fact that he was drunk. About all 
that could be distinguished from the maudlin 
incoherence of his utterances was the words 
Mill Valkee," "Forcical Physclst," "Glf me 
bullet und glf roe death." "Ballots— bah, dat ish 
a sboke." "Der consoomer Is robbed, — not der 
prodoocer." He became excited, grabbed the 
air, pawed around In search of the right word, 
spluttered, grew red In the face, found the 
wrong one and collapsed in a rage. It was 
painful to see the politicians, but Ruth Moses 
and Naomi Rosenthal laughed fit to kill. After 
the debate they were seen one on each aide of 
Bictor, complimenting him on his wonderful 
eloquence as they helped themselves to his 
watch and chain. 

The Critic again arose at the close of the 
painful incident and stated that Mr. Harrlman 
had called, the United States Senate a body of 
Inebriates, but he should have included all poli- 
ticians In his generalization. Tbey all are 
drunk either with alcohol or with the sense of 
their own Importance. Politicians are but ser- 
vants of the class in power. "We have an in- 
dustrial government the head of which is Aid- 
rich; politicians serve him or quit. The work- 
ing class must model their unions along Indus- 
trial lines and seize ndustrnl power. Then, 
good bye to politics. It will become as useless 
as the vermiform appendix." 

The last speaker was undoubtedly a local fa- 
vorite, for as he was Introduced he was greeted 
with great applause. He wore a smile as big 
as a barn door, until William Hunt T root he 
succinctly summed up his remarks at the close. 
Then he sulked and left in a huff. 

His talk on literature was along Roopton 
Salnthalr s lines. He dealt mainly with him- 
self. He thought the people needed sr ppermen 
to rule tbem with blood and iron. and. that 
evolutlou consisted in removing the unfit He 
derided Kronotkjn's doctrine ot Mutual Aid, 
and took a slap at Elisee Rectus and the great 
philosophical anarchists, who base their argu- 
ments on the natural gregaiiousness of man- 
kind. The Solldalre movement of Sweden was 
particularly repulsive to him. 

"You go to the park and observe closely the 
fools on the Human Roulette V/heel." said he, 
winding up, "and then go home and write for 
them. It will be accepted by the aiagaxtnes 
and publishers. It will bo literature.' ' 

The Critic stated that the Frau hud written 
"Every man Is a dam fool at least ten minutes 
a day. Wisdom consists In not exceeding the 
limit." He believed this was partlculary ap- 
plicable to bourgeois writers m well as to the 
believers In politics as The Way Out. 

"Bernard Shaw would put the middle class in 
the place the upper class now occupies, and 
make himself King of the Bourgeoisie. Jack 
Francisco haa Incidentally the same, Idea, but 
not the same education. Hi Is »s melodrama- 
tic aa 'The Great Divide.

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THE[DIVI8ION OF CLASSES. 
In the evolution of capitalism, society has 
been divided mainly into two economic classes: 
a relatively sknall class of capitalists who own 
tools In the .form of great machines they did 
not make an<| cannot use, and a great body of 
muny million^ of workers who did make these 
tools aad who do use tbem. and whose very 
lives depend jupon them, yet who do not own 
them; and thbso millions of wage-workers, pro: 
ducers of wealth, are forced into the labor mar- 
ket in competition with each other, disposing 
of their labor power to the capitalist, class In 
consideration of just enough of what they pro- 
due* to keep 1 them In working order. They 
are exploited jof the greater share of what their 
labor produces, so that while, upon the one 
hand, they chn produce in great abundance, 
upon the other, they can' consume but that 
share of theTproduct that their meagre wage 
will buy; and every now and then it follows 
that they ha\ie produced more than can be con- 
sumed in the present system, and then tbey 
are displaced by the very product* of their own 
labor; the mills, and shops, and mines, and 
quarries. In which they are employed close 
down, the tools are locked np and they are 
locked out, and they dad themselves Idle and 
helpless in the shadow of the very abundance 
their labor hja cre*ted.--Bogeae V, Dene.

The shingle weavers are still out on strike. 
Aberdeen snd vicinity is crowded with men — 
three men forj every job, and more arriving 
daily. At this time, especially the mill bosses, 
axe able to hire men very cheaply, owing to 
the large number of unemployed. Many are 
willing to work at any price. 

I noticed an advertisement in one of the Be* 
atUe papers to the effect that men were want* 
ad at Graya Harbor. There are a large num- 
ber of unemployed here at the present time, 
aad aa for work there is very little to be had. 

The local here Is doing nicely. The future 
holds good prospects of enrolling a large mem* 
bership. i One thing that Is necessary and that 
la that we must have a good speaker. We 
have no] speaker of any kind here at present 
At the protest meeting held on Dec. 26th we 
were able to fill the large hall we had rented. 
We expected a speaker from Seattle to deliver 
the lecture, but word arrived too late that 'he 
wpeaker ; waa billed for another meeting and 
unable ^o come. We made the best of it, 
however, but, had we been able to secure a 
good lecturer a considerable sum would have 
been raised to help in the free*peech fight.

"ISlt now to the point: What doea all this 
mean? Thla spirit of unrest In the people 
which causes the tyrant class to take all these 
high-handed methods to crush any aign of dL>* 
content manifesting itaelf. This rebellion 
against tyranny. These struggles and fights in 
their phases as they present themselves before 
us in the different part* of tho world. What 
mean they to you? Can you, reader, under- 
stand them? Se ye not tho signs. Seeing 
them, can you read them? Or, are ye of 
those having ears .hear not; and eyec. but see 
not Msne, mens, tekel, upharsln — * Weighed 
and found" wanting." The signs read Just those 
few words to me, in all the fullest significance. 
They mean that system under which we now 
live, a system of degradation, misery, poverty, 
crime, corruption and damnable tyranny has got 
to make way for something better. Be that 
something better what it may — call it what 
you will — Socialism, Anarchism, or any name 
your own fancy paints! What'a In a name? 
A change there has got to bo. This system 
has about reached ita end. Dut to me these 
signs show more clearly yet that tho people are 
In reality awakening up to the knowledge and 
realization of where the scat of oppression lies. 
That they are daily becoming more and more 
united In spirit against their universal tyrants 
Is glaringly apparent when reading of such In- 
stances as the world's protest against the as- 
sassination of Ferrer. The line of action taken 
in the various countries points to the fact that 
they realize the forco of unity of action when 
applied in a direct manner so as to make the 
same felt It shows thet they have given up 
faith in palliatives, rewards in the hereafter, 
promises of something iu the future. It shows 
that they have realised that all they will ever 
get Is what they have the power to take — Just 
that and nothing more. Each of the Incidents 
mentioned herein clearly show that the predom- 
inating thought was "Unity of spirit," and 
"action"— not "words." The fundamental fact 
of the necessity of unity in action Is Inherent 
In the human race from all ages down to today. 
They need no leaders, no tutors, to tell them 
that No intellectual saviors of the people to 
guide, guard and direct them In that That Is 
Instinctive in man. The Incidents referred to 
and many others, too, point that out too clearly 
to leave any doubt on that matter. Moreover, 
these were all actions on the right lines. 

Hut now come your leaders, your saviors of 
the people; your smooth-tongued oily politician 
or solemu-visaged sky-pilot to lead them, advise 
or direct them In the way they should go. Le*d 
them, forsooth! Yes, Into a cul-de-sac. Need 
I refer to the many traitorous and treacherous 
actions of the numerous, politicians and sky- 
pilots who have on numeroua occasions thus led 
the workers on to defeat. In the light of the 
past events, some of which are briefly mention- 
ed here, I ask you hypocritical sky-pilots and 
cheap-skate politicians: Where is your place 
in thlB fight for freedom? Certainly not in 
preaching faith, nor In prayer, nor In pious 
groaning, or even hymn-singing. Neither will 
your yelling "Vate! Vote! Vote!" the straight 
Socialist ticket ever do any good, either. It is 
too glaringly apparent to the intelligent human 
being that political parties, no matter what 
name they may sail under, nor politicians, how- 
ever sincere they may be, can do the worker 
any good. Personally I have yet to meet the 
politician who can truly justify his own position 
In the movement toward emancipation by any 
oratory, however brilliant He Is either in ig- 
norance of true facta and knowledge of the

RESOLIS ADOPTED 



Whereas, ooonomlo laws, acting upon the pri< 
vate ownership of the means necessary to hu- 
man life, at an early period in history, placed 
the ownership of these social necessities in the 
hands of the few, and divided avciety Into two 
distinct economic classes, the owning class and 
the working class — tho master and the slave 
— the whole cause of social progress has been 
but a series of struggles between the classes, 
the maater ever striving to maintain Ms eco- 
nomic mastery, the slave always tryiig to wrest 
it from him. At times other Issues have seem- 
ed to be paramount but always at the bottom 
will be found the great struggle between tho 
master and tlavc. Thla struggle has been car- 
ried on with the utmost bitterness since the 
dawn of history, and the masters have racked 
their braina to flrd some means to keop them 
In subjection. They have particularly singled 
out for revenge and discipline the men of pre- 
eminent ability and courage who have dared to 
openly aid and rromulgate active working- 
class opposition to the economic position of tho 
master class, and the history of civilization la 
full of the lmprisoulng, torturlnga and. execu- 
tions of these men. This hoary struggle goes 
on today with unabated fury and the masters 
still pursue their ages-old tactics and imprison, 
torture or execute cn the slightest pretext any 
and all men who are in any way prominent 
or active In the revolutionary labor movement. 
The modern form of this movement, which 
is much feared and persecuted by the ruling 
class, is Industrial Unionism, which is spread- 
ing like wildfire among the wage slaves every- 
where. The master class of Europe is trem- 
bling before the' onslaught of tho massed 
strength of the industrial wntous, and the Am- 
erican masters arc doing everything to prevent 
this militant form of labor organization from 
taking root here: and 

Whereas, Fellow-Workers Preston and Smith 
by their indefatigable efforts to spread the doc- 
trine of Industrial Unionism, have proved their 
unflinching loyalty to the working class, and 
naturally incurred the most violent hatred of' 
the master class, and as a consequence were 
marked for slaughter; and 

Whereas, In frequent violation of every prin- 
ciple of justice, they were railroaded to the Ne- 
vada State Penitentiary on a trumped-up charge 
of murder, be It 

Resolved, That we, the members of the in- 
dustrial Workers of the World, Illegally incar- 
cerated in the Spokane city Jail for exercising 
our constitutional right ot free speech, do here-; 
by extend greetings of fellowship to our mar-j 
tyred fellow-workers In Nevada, and announce 
undying loyalty to the cause for which they are 
suffering; and be it further f 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves when 
liberated to use every means In our power to 
secure their release; and be It further | 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions 
be forwarded to the Industrial Worker, Min- 
ers' Magazine, Solidarity, The Worklngman's 
Paper, Industrial Union Advocate. International 
Socialist Review, Chicago Dally Socialist Oak- 
land Work, and the general secretary-treasurer 
of the I. W. W. 

These resolutions were adopted on Christmas 
night at a rousing meeting held in the jail. 
There were several speakers, and every one 
voted the meeting a success. Have an effort 
made to get' a copy of these sent to Preston and 
Smith. 



EDITORIAL PROM NEW YORK PRESS. 

Many more men have been arrested in Spo- 
kane, Wash., for speaking in the streets and 
thrown into Jail since our last comment ojn 
the suppression of free speech In that city. And 
now one woman has been convicted on thje 
charge of "conspiracy against the laws of Spo- 
kane" and sentenced to three months in thjo 
county jail. i 

This young woman— she is not yet 21 years 
old—was acting editor of the Industrial Work- 
er, a Spokane newspaper. She wrote editorials 
condemning the a. rest of the men who were, in 
speeches In the streets, trying to express their 
alleged grievances against the employment 
agencies. On the day she was arrested while 
wall ing In the street there appeared au editor- 
ial in the paper bitterly condemning the sup- 
pression of free speech and full of intensely 
"radical" spirit There is no doubt of the 
general extremeness of the editorial expres- 
sion. She tried to arouse the workers from 
...elr apathy in regard to free speech, and that 
tho editorial had a revolutionary quality there 
can be no doubt. So much must be granted. 

In hex trial there waa testimony to the Of- 
feet that she had been overheard to say: "It 
Jesus Christ were still alive he would be ar- 
rested for making a speech In Spokane." Her 
conviction and sentence were based upon evi- 
dence that she had written and expressed In 
speech opinions ot a certain kind. It was by 
expressing opinions that she had committed! a 
crime, and for her opinion she has been shut 
up in Jail for three unnths. Since then, j^n 
December ll^the city authorities seized every 
copy of tho Industrial Worker, charging that 
It was a libelous publication. In that number 
of the paper there appeared an article by M|as 
Flynn relating her experience in the coudty 
Jail. 

Free speech haa no meaning If only "desir- 
able" opinions are to be tolerated by the gov- 
ernment. If opinions which ^ condemn actions 
of the police, or even which coudemn certain 
laws or regulating ordinances, are to be sup- 
pressed, It is difficult to see wherein Uesjthe 
vitality of the principle of free speech. The 
Spokane incident In a striking Instance of the 
tendency, for the sake of immediate govern- 
mental effectiveness, to drift awsy from the 
fundamental principles whtch are the hasty of 
not only American conceptions- of liberty [but 
of liberty as understood by all enlightened peo- 
ple the world over. 

Abraham Lincoln said to some friends Who 
desired bint to suppress the Chicago Ttmek in 
the civil war: "I fear you do not fully compre- 
hend the danger of abridging the liberties of 
the people. A government had better go tof the 
very extreme of toleration than to do a^ght 
that could be construed into an Interference, 
with or to jeopardize in any degree the torn 
raon rlgkta of the citizen." 

Such tendencies to suppress free speech as 
are witnessed now in Spokane ought power- 
fully to be combotted, not only in order tb re- 
tain the principles which 'Abnfn&m Lincoln and 
all true Americana loved, but also la order to 
preserve industrial peace, which la the long run 
will not be helped by such measurea. 
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t tatement of conditions as they eristod. One 
df the men said that be would see HulUvan and 
try and get us vegetables and an Increase In 
^read allowance. One of them asked me if the 
pen would build bunks If they would furnish 
blankets. I replied that I thought they would. 
On my return I reported to the boys and all 
Were of the opinion that we had at last discov- 
ered an official that was at least human. To- 
night our bread allowance la cut in two. A 
ioaf la now cut into six pieces. Some of the 
poys who are strong enough are making 
speeches out Of the window. At 12 o'clock 
the guards came in and took out Fisher (a W. F. 
M. man) as being responsible for the men mak- 
ing speeches. 

Dec. 4.— Fellov-Worker F. W. Kroell carried 
|out of the room today. He is too weak to 
walk. Nothing tho matter but starvation. The 
[doctor and some city officials are around this 
morning. Doctor told me that there are eight 
(or ten cases of scurvy among the men so far. 
Spauldlng and' Hanson taken to the hospital, 
too weak to walk. 

Dec. 5. — Four more men taken to the hospi- 
tal today. Looks like a. good many will pay 
the death penalty if something is not done 
soon. 

Dec. 6.— This morning thirty men up for sick 
call. Nino of them are carried out of the room 
too weak to walk. Myself included. Starvation 
and scurvy Is all that alls us. Rowels of some 
of the men have not acted In twenty days. 

Dec. 7. — I awake this morning to find myself 
in tho Eo-called hospital! a vcruiin-infested cell 
In the city jail. Spauldlng, Gordon, Allen and 
myself In a ceil 7 by 8 feet We have nothing 
to lay on during the daytime but the bare 
grates of a cot They take our mattress aad 
quilt away at 8 a. in., and we don't get it back 
until 5 at night Tho cell is as cold as a re- 
frigerator. Tho window Is open and I am In- 
formed that It is zero weather outside. 

Dec. 8. — My time not up, but am turned out 
with thirty-six! others to make room for more 
from the school. Am closing the record. Am 
loo weak to walk. Some of the men who had 
money and trinkets on them when arrested 
c&nnot get them from the police. On Insisting 
getting the property back, tho poMce thro.itm 
to put us all back in jail. Many have to be 
carried to hall. 
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BED ROOMS 

ONE DOLLAR PER WEEK 
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LABOR SAVING MACHINERY. 

More and moro is manual labor! being dis- 
placed by machinery. Take It on the farms 
In the United States, for Instance. Seed pota- 
toes are now cut and planted by machinery. A 
self-feeder on the threshing machine displaces 
two men. Wast stackers and gasoline engines 
us applied In agriculture have abolished the 
constant annual labor of 150,000 men. 

The hand sheep shearer has ben j supplanted 
by a machine that makes 3,000 cIIpb per hour. 

The combined header and thresher with a 
crew of five men can do the work that the old 
style machine required 20 men to do, and yet 
even the old style machine could do the work 
of 500 hand scythes and flails. 

One of the remarkable Inventions, of the cen* 
tury Is the derrick pontoon that loads and urn 
loads coal and iron ore at seaports, making 
thousands of manual laborers unnecessary. The 
new device has nine hydraulic grabs, which 
grab down into the hold of a vessel, pull coal, 
weigh and register it and drop it through chutes 
on to barges and railroad cars. It lean handle 
5,000 tons dally. 

Down south a machine is comiiig into 'gen- 
eral use that pfants tobacco, cotton and other 
products. A large planter is authority for the 
statement that with the cheap iron slave a 
profit can be made with 5-cent cottbn. 

The manufacturing of boots and shoes offers 
some very wonderful facts In the ipatter of the 
displacement of human labor. In one large and 
long established manufacturing plant in an east- 
ern state tho proprietor testified that it would 
require 500 persons working by hand processes 
to mako as many women's boots and shoes as 
100 perrions now make with the aid of machin- 
ery, a displacement of manual labor of 80 per 
cent In another class of the same Industry 
the number of men required to produce a given 
quantity of boots and shoes has been reduced 
one-half. One operator can now stitch 1,000 
pairs of shoes a day; v »n tho old days It re- 
quired a very fast worker to sew; six pairs a 
day. 

This machinery Is capable of doing either of 
two things besides turning out the particular 
product for which It la designed. Under private 
ownership and operated for profit their effoct 
will be vastly to increase the army of unem- 
ployed. Not only so but In obedience to the law 
of supply and demand to decrease the wages, 
lengthen the hours and make worse working 
conditions generally for those who are em- 
ployed. On the other hand, under collective 
ownership and operation for use the direct ef- 
fect of all labor saving machinery will be to 
shorten the hours of toil and increase the com* 
forts of life for all making it possible for ev- 
eryone not only to make a living but also to 
make a life,
